_Experiments by Dr. J. F. Davidson 
of the University of British Columbia 
have resulted in the discovery ot a 
process of distilling sawdust waste by 
meats of which tar, a light oil, ace- 
ate of lime and. charcoal are obtain- 
ed. 
duced by distillation is Carried 
through a pipe nine inches in diarae- 
ter and twenty feet long. In the pipe 
is an electrically charged wire, which 
causes precipitation of the heavy par- 
ticles of tar. The tar, forty gallons 
for each cord of wood distilled, is of 
mediuni consistency and marketable. 
The light oil, obtained. in a water 
condenser, is immediately marketable 
for ore refining, and the — yield is 
twelve gallons to the cord of wood, 
Eighty pounds of acetate of lime are 
obtained for the pyroligneous acid of

Noted U, S. Pathologist Tells of New 
Resolves By Great Britain 


Dr. William H, Welch, the noted 
pathologist, who went to Europe on 
behalf of the Rockefeller Foundation, 
has returned firm in the. conviction 
that the war will end in favor of the 
Allies, but expressing the belief that 
the end is not yet in sight.

Zeppelin Sweats He

Water Supply in Sask. 


An Inexhaustible Supply of Water 
Can: Be Had Almost Anywhere 


A schedule of 23 questions dealing 
with various aspects’ of the question 

f water supply in the Province of 
Saskatchewan was recently sent out 
by the Government of that province 
to approximately 1,800 persons. The 
Public Service Monthly, Regina, says 
concerning this: 

“The importance of the matter and 
the interest taken therein is shown by 
the manner in which the schedules 
were returned, as almost every one 
of them have vocen filled out and sent 
in and evidntly much care and time 
has been expended in am endeavor to 

ive as full information as possible. 
Special thanks are due to the many 
correspondents who have taken the 
trouble to add copious remarks, which 
in many cases have been found of 
much yalue in assisting the Statistics 
Branch to gain a thorough under- 
standing of the situation, 

“It has been clearly shown by this 
inquiry that underlying the prairies 
of this province there is an inexhaus- 
tible supply of water and in compar- 
atively few places only is it found so 
deep as to make the expense of pro- 
curing .it beyond the means of the 
ordinary farmer. 

“Regarding the quality of the wa- 
ter in the wells, while it is admitted 
that a varying degree of alkalinity is 
found in some parts, being generally 
greater according to the depth of the 
well, scarcely a case is recorded of 
well water being unfit for domestic 
use, The water may be and indeed 
often is hard, but it is always usable, 

“In some districts it seems possible 
to find water almost anywhere at no 
great depth; in others the best place 
to sink a well is a difficult matter te 
decide on. Many correspondents call 
it a matter of chance, and jsome be- 
lieve in the time honored thethods of 
the “water witeh,” but the majonty 
sink their well where they want the 
water, and if unsuccessful try again. 
A good supply has frequently been 
struck within iwenty feet of a dry 
hole of equal depth.’ 


First English V. C.

Destruction of Militarism 


Further Military Successes Reqiired 
to Bréak the Obstructive Will 
of Germany 

We quote the final sentences of a 
document which, being prepared pri- 
marily for influencing opinion in’ neu- 
tral countries, has noé found publica- 
tion in our ordinary press. After a 
rehearsal of the necessities which 
brought the Allies into conflict with 
the German claims, and which com- 
pel us to continue fighting until 
Prussian militarism is destroyed, the 
signatories of this document, amongst 
whom’ we note consistent supporters 
of our cause, such . as Mr._Archer, 
Professor Gilbert Murray and Pro- 
fessor Hobhouse, give the following 
account of our national demand: 
“When oittr ministers spoke of. des- 
troying Prussian. militarism, they 
meant-the ending of a system which 
has compelled alt Europe to arm, and 
now to send all its sons to die in 
millions, That system can be ended 
as soon as Germany is ready to ac- 
cept what most other nations (have 
long desired, the settlement of inter- 
national question by peaceful arbitra- 
tion or co-operation in council, and 
not, by the open or secret menace of 
EB T= 7 Ti atc IETS 

Here, it seems to us, isi the clear 
statement of the first condition of a 
settlement, It is riot certain that any 
military. victory, hggvever decisive, 
can in itself bring the ending of the 
Prussian system, or can even compel 
the German pecple to desire its end 
instead of desiring to foster it for 
some distant revenge, It is probable 
that further military successes for 
the Allies will be required to break 
the old obstructive: will of Germany. 
But there are sign? that, with the 
Gigantic loss of life she has sustained 
and with the certainty of further dis- 
asters staring ~her in the face, she 
is ripening for a repudiation of all 
her conquests.” If Germany could 
be brought to such g definite repu- 
‘diation, ané 1) a clear expression of 
her willingness to enter such a Euro-
